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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114 was filed in this application 
after a decision by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences, but before the filing of a 
Notice of Appeal to the Court of Appeals for the Federal Circuit or the commencement of a civil 
action. Since this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114 and the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the appeal has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114 and prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 
Applicant's submission filed on 4/24/07 has been entered. 

2. All claims are drawn to the same invention claimed in the application prior to the entry of 
the submission under 37 CFR 1.1 14 and could have been finally rejected on the grounds and art 
of record in the next Office action if they had been entered in the application prior to entry under 
37 CFR 1.114. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL even though it is a first action 
after the filing of a request for continued examination and the submission under 37 CFR 1.114. 
See MPEP § 706.07(b). Applicant is reminded of the extension of time policy as set forth in 37 
CFR 1.136(a). 

A shortened statutory period for reply to this final action is set to expire THREE

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 28-48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Nagaraj et 
al (US 5,723,078) in view of Skelly et al (US 5,419,971). 

Please referred to the rejection made in the Final Office Action and the affirmed Board 
decision dated 2/27/07. Nagaraj fails to disclose the grooves being of substantially constant 
depth. 

Skelly discloses in Fig. 2 the grooves (40) being of substantially constant depth (careful 
measurement shows the grooves 40 have the same depth). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to modify Nagaraj by forming substantially constant depth grooves, as taught by 
Skelly, for the purpose of providing desired depth grooves. 

Note: the newly submitted claims 28-48 are the same claims 2-22 in the appeal brief and 
the final Office Action, except for the limitation "the grooves being of substantially constant 
depth" in claims 28 and 48.
